Arc You Worried? 

We read much today about the fear of disease. 
On the one hand we are assailed by admonitions to 
heed minor symptoms, transient pains, fleeting aches, 
feelings of uneasiness and the like, and to take proper 
steps to avoid serious consequences. 

On the other hand, psychologists tell us that 
many of our ills are, in a way, figments 'of our ima¬ 
gination. Sometimes, it is true, a constant preoccupa¬ 
tion with one’s physical condition results in what we 
known as hypochondria—unwarranted fear of disease. 

^,No doubt the public occasionally is confused by 
these apparently opposite viewpoints of medical auth¬ 
orities. A reader of a medical columnist one day may 
find himself persuaded to have a physical examination. 
Next day another writer tells him that 95 per cent of 
all ills cure themselves and that most sickness is not 
of the flesh but of the fancy. 

What then should a thoughtful person conclude. 

Take, for instance, the programme of the Cana¬ 
dian Cancer Society, which is aimed at early diagnosis 
of a disease that usually can be cured only in the early 
stages. The Society’s doctors are aware of the pos¬ 
sibility that an over-avid concern about cancer’s 
early danger signs might result in the exaggerated 
fear of that disease which psychologists call “cancer- 
ophobia.” They know, however, that persons who 
develop an unnatural fear of cancer have other fears 
as well. If the source of their anxiety had not been 
this disease, it most likely would have been some 
other ailment, or condition, or object. It might even 
be dogs or cats, or high places, or the dark. 

The Canadian Cancer Society’s early warning 
program is a calculated risk. Balanced on one side is 
the chance that some deeply sensitive and introspec¬ 
tive persons will be worried unduly. On 'tjje fl$)ier 
side of the scales in 1955 are the lives of some 8,000 
Canadians. This number represents persons whom 
medical authorities believe die of cancer needlessly 
each year. They are the ones whose lf4es could have 
been spared had they heeded the early warning mess¬ 
age of the Cancer Society and sought proper treatment 
in time. 

With this great weight of human lives in the 
balance, can anyone wonder why the scales have been 
tipped in the direction of a dynamic nation-wide pro¬ 
gramme to alert people about cancer? 

We can’t all be calm and dispassionate, but most 
of us have enough self-discipline to give thoughtful 
regard to this question. When the occasion arises and 
you are worried about you physical condition, isn’t 
the sensible solution simply to see your doctor? ' 

And see him once a year anyhow, no matter how 
good you feel. Worry a bit about yourself once in a 
while. In small doses it’s good for you.

Wheal. rye and flax should be 
treated at least 24 hours before 
seeding; oats and barley should be 
'treated at least a week before sow¬ 
ing. Over-treatment should be t\- 
\oidcd as chid may reduce the ger¬ 
mination. Oncdn treated with an 
insecticide as well as a fungicide 
may be stored for a considerable 
time provided the seed Is dry, 
sound and stored In a cool place. 

While Formaldehyde is an effec¬ 
tive fungicide It has not been rec¬ 
ommended for several years. For- 
malchyde definitely causes seed 
injury and reduces germination. It 
is most injurious to wheat. Another 
disadvantage to formaldehyde Is 
that is gives very little protection 
to the seed after It dries, and re- 
contaminatlon may occur. There 
are several seed treatments on the 
market that are not only effective 
for surface-borne smut, but also 
for seedling flight and seed rot. 
Frobably there is no other agri¬ 
cultural practice that will pay such 
big dividends for such a small in¬ 
vestment as seed treatment.

Home Economist's Letter

— Hints lor the Home Painter — 

The most important phase of 
home painting is the preparation 
ol the surface. Be sure all cracks 
and holes are Well mended Be sure 
the surface is free from grease, 
oust and wax. Use a commercial 
cleaner or a solution of vinegar 
and water. Do not apply paint 
until cleaned surface is thoroughly 
dry. Make sure the paint has a 
firm surface to adhere to. Remove 
eraekwi. scaling or peeling paint. 
Rust spots on metal should be 
sanded off. New plaster (less than 
a year old) should be rinsed off 
with a solution >) zinc sulphate 
and water, 3-4 lbs. to 1 gallon 
of^waler. Allow to dry and then 
brush off any crystals. The pre¬ 
sence of unslacked lime in new 
plaster wil cause oil paint or wall 
paper to change color. 

Before painting a surface which 
if still glossy nib down the entire 
area lightly with steel wool then 
remove the Just. This gives the 
new paint a roughened surface io 
grip to If a surface has been pain- 
led many times it is -better to re¬ 
move the old paint rather than 
to cover it again. 

Be sure you use a sealer or pri¬ 
mer on newly plastered walls. You 
shbuld always use an undercoat 
under enamel or semigloss but it 
isn’t necessary under flat paint. 

Don't apply the paint too heavi¬ 
ly. Two thin coats are better than 
one thick one. In using paint over 
wood, brush the coating out thor¬ 
oughly 30 that it is worked well 
into the wood. After dipping the 
brush into the paint pat lightly 
on the iriside of the container to 
remove excess paint. 

— General Painting Hints — 
(Intermix the same brands of 
paint only. If you buy 2 or 3 quarts 
oi paint mix it all together before 
you start the job as there is of¬ 
ten a variance from can to can. 

When painting with a roller, line 
the pan with aluminum foil before 
ycu fill it .vith paint. When fini¬ 
shed discard the ' foil and you’ll 
have a clean pan with no scout¬ 
ing and no flakes of paint mar 
your next roller job. Use heavier 
foil for this job You cannot use 
the new "Maglkoter" (in which 
the paint comes directly out of the 
roller as yo.t roll) wfth latex paints 
as the latex will foam up and it's 
such a fast dryer it plugs up the 
coater. When painting with a rol¬ 
ler coaler, roll it every way to 
eliminate "lapping." You’ll find 
It handy to glue a paper plate to 
the bottom of your paint can. Then 
you have something to catch the 
drips and a place to set your brush 
if you must stop for a minute.

leave school because they fail to 
appreciate what educkcn is and 
what it can do for them. 

Education is not to be taken tor 
granted. Education, as we know 
It today, represents the time and 
effort of hundreds of people for 
hundreds of years. It did not dev¬ 
elop over night, To appreciate 
education, we must go back over 
the centuries, back to our early 
ancestors. 

This word "Educaton" stems 
from the Latin word “educo", 
which means “I lead out". We 
now interpret this as the develop¬ 
ment of the individual, his mental 
powers., and his social conscious¬ 
ness. 

Man, in the beginning, received 
what is "now known as informal 
education; That is, he learned 

from his environment. The know¬ 
ledge and skills acquired through 
experience were passed on to suc¬ 
ceeding generations. People learn¬ 
ed by trial and error. 

As civilizations came and went, 
the arts of reading and writing 
became more widely appreciated 
and mastered Mathematics and 
gymnastics were included in the 
curriculuni of every student. 

In medieval Europe, education 
was under the control of the 

church, but almost all traces of 

learning disappeared during the 
dark ages. However, with the 

coming of the Rena ssance, educa¬ 
tion and learning flourished. At 
this time, many brilliant and tal¬ 
ented men won recognition. 

Luther, whom we usually think 
of in connection w.th reforms in 
religion, also advocated reforms 
in education. He believed that 
every child, rich or poor, should 
go to school at public expenses. 

Rabelais thought that education 
should teach children to meet the 
needs ol the r own day and age. 

Lontaigne advocated that edu¬ 
cation should help people to live 
wisely. He lelt that the student 
was more important than the facts 
he acquired from a textbook. 

During this period of rebirth, 
a comparatively novel idea orign- 
ated. Education to be directed to¬ 
ward individual development for 
social living. This theme has been 
pounded and propounded, twisted 
and warped, enlarged upon and 
nnminv'zed, lauded and condemned 
by teachers and parents alike 
throughout the centuries, and is 
still being argued about today. 

Those of us fortunate enough to 
be attending school should ask our¬ 
selves this question; “What does

planted and cared for at various 
[mints by Elevator agents. For this 
reason some will not have the op¬ 
portunity very often of seeing and 
comparing, as they grow side by 
side, the various varieties of grain 
1 1i£it_ are raised in Western Canada. 

As a service to farmers the Crop 
Testing Plan will be glad to send, 
free of charge, a set of true-to- 
variety seeds of some thirty dif¬ 
ferent varieties, enclosed in an 
envelope and ready for seeding, to 
any farmer who is wiling to sow 
and rare for a small plot on his 
farm Such a plot will provide an 
opportunity for him to compare the 
performance of different varieties 
under local conditions. 

These lots of seed include not 
only the standard varieties of 
wheat, oats, barley and flax, but 
als6 some of the newer varietes 
which have been licensed during 
the past year. Full instructions 
for planting will be sent with the 
seeds, and stakes showing the 
r.nme of each variety will be dis¬ 
tributed at a later date. 

Those interested should apply 
to the Crip Testing Plan, 361 
Gran Exchange Building, Winni¬ 
peg, as soon as possible, since the 
supply of seeds Is limited and re¬ 
quests will have to bo handled in 
strict rotation.
